East High was founded in 1868 in the Bryant school build' 
ing. Its first graduating class in 1871 consisted of one mem' 
ber, Miss Elizabeth Matthews. As the enrollment increased, 
the school was moved to the Webster building in 1877, and 
then to the old East High on the corner of East Twelfth Street 
and Court Avenue in 1891. 

The present building was first conceived in the brain of 
Miss May Goodrell. After surviving numerous financial dif' 
Acuities, that dream became a reality and Miss Goodrell laid 
the cornerstone January 18, 1911. When the building was 
erected, the students circulated a petition to secure bonds for 
new equipment, and finally moved all the equipment from the 
old East High to equip the new one. That famous moving 
day is still commemorated by our Anniversary Day assembly. 

This beautiful campus has helped to inspire East High 
school students in years past and present. It has been and 
will continue to be an essential factor in fostering the East 
High spirit.

Included with regular English

Literature is a part of every 
semester's work in English. How' 
ever, those who take the twelfth' 
grade course receive a background 
which* if developed and pursued, 
will be a source of satisfaction 
throughout life.

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Mathematics 

1 arrived from Junior High, my mind 
brinvful of algebraic equations and cross 
multiplication. Realizing that mathematics 
was vital to my future plans, I included in 
my program plane geometry which wasn't 
too much for me although I was bothered 
considerably by congruent triangles and 
Pythagorean theorem. 

Matters became a trifle more complex 
when I continued with Math 5 and Math

I am glad now that I continued with 
mathematics for I constantly found this in- 
struction useful and often required in 
other of my studies. I am sure 1 will find 
that my mathematics will be of great value 
to me in the future, and, in addition, I 
have developed a clearer, impartial, more 
concise manner of thinking. This knowb 
edge of mathematics and its appliance will 
be invaluable in our world of tomorrow. 




In the highly complex scientific 
world of today, science plays an ini' 
portant, if not a leading role. Reap 
izing the need for trained scientists. 
East High offers three years of sci' 
ence preparatory to college. 

Structure of matter; soil, effect of 
diets on animals, to mention only a 
few, are some of the very useful 
things learned by the biology stu' 
dent. He also learns use of the mi' 
croscope and studies the parts of the 
body. 

‘The science which deals with 
those phenomena of inanimate mat' 
ter," this is the dictionary definition 
of physics. Dealing with the closely 
related sciences of mechanics, heat, 
electricity, light, and sound, radia' 
tion and atomic structure, physics 
gives one a groundwork and under 
standing of several different fields of 
science. 

Test tubes, ringstands, Bunsen 
burners; these are familiar sights to 
the chemistry students at East.
